Fruitless Attacks. 


French Annihilate the Pick of 
the Teuton Army, 
Important Range of Hills is 
Lost by the Kaiser.

east of Rheims. Since May 20 their 
fruitiess assaults have numbered 
Sixteen. 

The last important assault was 
carried out en the night of May 30, 
and for thig selected regi- 
ments were especially trained and re- 
hearsed behind their own lines, de- 
fore they were thrown against the 
French lines. But they only met 
with disaster. 

On this occasion the first and sec- 
ond assaulting waves were every- 


half way to the French positions. A 
few men in the waves that fol- 
lowed obtained a footing in the 
French lines, and the fiercest bayo- 
net duels ensued, in which all the 
German assaulting forces were 
killed

Muddling City Power Project 


One of the vital matters before the 
voters Tuesday, is the proposition of 
voting “for” or “against” 
power bonds in the sum of $2,000,000. 
It is most important to taxpayers to 
get in a negative vote on this pro- 
posed addition to the great bonded 
debt of the city and, once and for 


which the city has sunk ten millions 
of dollars already, from the category 
of mere gambling ventures. Every 
additional dollar that is raised by 
bonds for the power project now is 
very much like the added bets made 
by the losing gamester who reck- 
jessly throws in more in hopes that’ 
one big streak of luck may pull him 
out whole. 

The money already voted with 
what is still on hand in the way of 
— 054,000 unsold power bonds, must 

be made to answer all demands of 
the enterprise until it is shown that 
these great bond. issues have not 
been actually wasted. The funds on 
hdnd should be used to secure the 
city’s power rights, if they are not 
already amply protected and for such 
added power development as the au- 
thorities declare can be economically 
prod This ie no time to come 
for more bonds when more than a 
third of those voted three years ago 
are still unsold. 

The city owes a debt of $40,219,- 
525 now, one of the heaviest per 
capita city bond debts in the 
United States. The government 
needs immense amounts for war pur- 
poses and is coming down on every 
person for them in the way of taxes. 
It is a foolish suggestion that the 
public vote more debt on the prop- 
erties of city residents to pile up 
extra bond mortgages on those now 
existing. 

The declaration of the Public 
Service Board that it will advance 
$50,000 per month to meet interest 
and sinking fund obligations on 
power bonds already voted is value- 
less. The money may or may not 
be forthcoming for that purpose if 
the Board has it and doesn't change 
its mind. But it was only last sum- 
mer the same Board agreed to ad- 
vance $250,000 to meet similar 
charges against water bonds and al-

AND GARBAGE. 

At the present time there is a general 
movement to increase efficiency and elim- 
inate waste. The necessary destruction oc- 
casioned by the world war is so great that 
there must be a conservation of resources 
if our civilization is to continue to occupy 
its present plane. This conservation should 
be energetic, but not hysterical. 

Two instances of hysteria have been noted 
in the preservation of our food supplies. 
The State Council of Defense has suggested 
that ordinances be so amended that garbage 
may again be fed to hogs; and a committee 
representing the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion has asked for the repeal of the ord> 


to serve a second time or to sell for food 
table refuse. Ordinances forbidding these 
practices were passed originally as health 
measures; their repeal would be more 
likely to lead to an epidemic of bubonic 
plague or infantile paralysis than to in- 
. crease materially our food supply. 

One of the practical reforms which The 
Times advocated for several years was a 
sanitary disposal of the city garbage. In 


4 the old days the refuse was gathered by 


scavengers and sold to hog ranchers. 
Thousands of hogs were fattened for the 
market on garbage. Ordinances were 
finally passed forbidding the sale of gar- 
bage for food, and reduction works were 
erected where the garbage is subjected to a 
process that converts it into fertilizer. ft 
is only a form of hysteria to assert that the 
food situation is so serious that we must 
repeal these sanitary ordinances and return

Equally preposterous is the suggestion 
that the restaurants and hotels should be 
permitted to renew the old traffic in “come- 
backs.” If some of the members of the 
Parent-Teacher Association would refer to 
the back files of The Times and other loca) 
papers they might learn something to their 
advantage in regard to conditions before 
the ordinances were passed forbidding the 
resale of food once served.
